Now that a standard code of laws for 
Contract Bridge has been approved 
and adopted by The Whist Club of 
New York, the Knickerbocker Whist 
Club, the Racquet and Tennis Club of 
New York, The Cavendish Club of 
New York, and the American Whist 
League, it is certain that these laws 
will be adhered to by informed players. 
In short, the new laws are the same 
as those governing Auction Bridge, ex­ 
cept in the scoring, for which these are 
the authorized rules (summarized): 


TRICK V 
ELKS 
The suits are valued as follows: No 
Trump 35; Spades 30; Hearts 30; Dia­ 
monds 20; Clubs 20. This is called the 
Vanderbilt count, after its originator, 
Harold S. Vanderbilt. In the bidding, 
however, the suits rank the same as in 
Auction; that is, Diamonds take pre­ 
cedence over Clubs, and Spades over 
Hearts, 
• 


HONORS 
Honors are scored only whtfn held four 
or five in one hand. In a 6uit bid 4 
honors in one hand count IOO points 
in the honor-score; 5 in one hand count 
150. In No Trump, 4 Aces in one ha 
count 150. 


GAMES 
Game is IOO trick points. Thus each 
suit requires the same number of tricks I 
for game as in Auction Bridge. The 
only difference is that the Diamond 
suit is dent ted to mr equality with Hie j 
Club suit as a game scorer from an I 
advanced score. For exam; Ie, the scor- ! 
ing of three Diamonds, 21 points, at 
Auction Bridge, puts a player in posi­ 
tion to go game on ff e next deal by 
making only ore trick at Spades or 
a No I rump, v, :erc,;s I •.co additional I 
tricks are required for game citer scou­ 
ring three Clubs (ES points).

With Declarer 
Vulnerable, Grand Slam wins 1500 
points. Doubling and redoubling do 
not alter Slant premiums. 


CONTRACT PREMIUMS and 


PENALTIES 
Declarer scores no premium for making 
an undoubled contract. He scores below 
the line only the number of tricks bid; 
but for each trick he makes over con­ 
tract he scores 50 points in the honor- 
score, whether or not he is Vulnerable. 
If adversaries set the Declarer, they 
score £0 points premium for eacn 
undertrick if Declarer is Not Vulnera­ 
ble. If Declarer is Vulnerable, the first 
,undertrick scores IOO points premium 
for adversaries ;each subsequent under­ 
trick, 200 points. 


DOUBLES 
Doubling doubles the trick values 
scored below the line. 
For making a doubled contract, 
Declarer wins a premium of 50 points 
if he is Not Vulnerable, and IOO points 
for each trick over contract. If Vul­ 
nerable, these scores are IOO and 200 
points, respectively. 
For undertrieks on a doubled con­ 
tract, the adversaries score as follows: 
If Declarer is Not Vulnerable, IOO 
points per trick for first two tricks; 200 
points per trick for third and fourth 
tricks; -!00 points per trick for sub­ 
sequent tricks, lf Declarer is Vulnera­ 
ble, adversaries sc re 200 points for 
Orst undertrick; -IOO j 
nts per trick 
for subsequent trick' 


REDOUBLES 


Redoubling doubles tile doubled trick 
values, premiums and penalties. Doub­ 
ling and redoubling do not affect the 
premiums for games, Slams and honors, 
or the penalty points for second and 
subsequent revokes. 


REVOKE PENALTIES 
I he revoke penalty for either side is 
the loss of two tricks for any player’s 
first revoke. 
IOO [joints additional 
penalty for each subsequent revoke. 


RUBBERS 
Rubber, as in Auction Bridge, consists 
of two games won by the same side. 
The winners of the first game of a 
rubber (either side) score no premium, 
as in Auction Bridge. T he winners of 
the second game of a rubber (two-game 
rubber only) score a premium of 700 
The winners of the last game 
*e-game rubber score a premium 
pints. Thus for tile first time a 
Ie is recognized and rewarded 
a pair winning a rubber in two 
/nd a pair w inning a rubber in 
nmes. 


VULNERABLE 
After a side wins one game it becomes 
“Vulnerable”, and from then on is 
subject to much greater penalties for 
failure to make its bids. These penal­ 
ties, however, are offset by greater 
premiums for winning. When both 
sides have won a game both become 
“Vulnerable”, and from then on the 
rubber game is an exciting battle. 


SLAMS 
No premium is scored for any Slam 
|tnade when it has not been bid. When 
bid and made, if Declarer is Not 
Vulnerable, a Little Slam scores 500 
5ints in the honor-score. If Declarer 
w 
Vulnerable, Little Slam bid and 
made scores 750 points. Grand Slam, 
bid and made, Declarer Not Vuinera- 


These brief rules will give the reader 
some idea of the game. To oe successful 
in Contract, one’s hand must be in­ 
telligently read and understood. Ultra­ 
conservatism is penalized as severely 
as rashness. The partner must under­ 
stand the principle of expected help 
and better than expected help. It is 
important to raise a partner's bid as 
high as one’s hand justifies at the first 
opportunity, whether or not interven­ 
ing player has bid, as one scores toward 
game only the tricks bid. 
Lack of opposite a is not a signal for 
cessation of bidding, but rather a 
demand for keen reading of the cards. 
If game is possible it must be bid. The 
incentive for game contract is the large 
premium for rubber, especially if made 
in two games. 
As a rule, a take-out from weakness 
should be avoided, as it offers little 
chance for game, and may be misread 
by partner. 
The double is very important in 
contract and much used. It is interest­ 
ing to note that this factor causes what 
would be a very poor and uninteresting 
hand in Auction Bridge to assume much 
more value and interest in Contract. 
Every hand is bid to the utmost, often 
slightly overbid, placing too much 
trust in luck in the hope of winning a 
big premium. Thus a poor hand often 
is able to take an unexpected trick and 
set the opponents.
